Meanwhile, Orson Pratt and
other apostles called and incidentally re-
marked that Newman could presch in the
Tabernacle if Orson Pratt counld do the same
in the Metropolitan church at Washington,
Newman made no reply.

nacle, bnt Newman, baving made other ar-
rangements, declined. [t is universally con-
gidered that Brigham has backed ont, for
Newman would be too much for him. The

6, 1870.—To
President Brigham Young—Sir:—In accept-
nnce of your challenge given in your journal,
the Salt Lake Zelcyrapl, of the 3d of May
last, to disenss the question, *‘Does the Bible
sanction polygamy?” I have hereby to inform
you that I am now ready to hold a public de-
bate with you, as the head of the Mormon
Church, upon the above question, under
guch regulations ps may be agreed upon for
the said discussion, aud I suggest for onr
mutual convenience that, either by yourself
or by two gentlemen whom yon shall desig-
nate, yon may meel two gentlemen whom I
ghall select for the purpose of making .all
necessary arrangements for the debate with
s little delay as possible. May I hope for a
reply at your earliest convenience, and at
lenst not later than 8 o'clock to-day?

note in reply to mine of this date. In the
far East it is impossible to distingnish the
local relations between younrself and thosa
pepers which advoecate the interests of your
Church; and when the copy of the Telsgrap’

reached Washington, the only construction
upon it by my friends was that it was a
nhnllenf{e to come to your city to discuss
the Bible doctrine of polygamy. 1 have
chosen to put a different construction npon
that aréicle. To take no further notice of
it, you ecould then have adopted the
Telegraphk &g your organ and the
said article as a challenge which
I gither could not or dared not accept. That
1 am justified in this construction is clear
from the following facts: —The article in the
Telegraph of May & containg these expres-
gions:—Allnding to my sermon, as reported
in the New York Herald, it says:—‘T'he dis-
cussion was a lengthenad argument to prove
that the Bible does not sustain polygamy.
The sermon should have been delivered in the
new Tabernacle in this city, with 10,000
Mormons to listen to it, and then Elder Orson
Pratt or some prominent Mormon shoald have
bad a hearing on the other side, and the
Eﬁuplebenﬂowed to decide. Dr, Newman,

y his very sermon, recognizes the reli-
gilous element of the question. Let us have
a fair contest of peaceful argument, and
le¢ the best side win, We will
publish their notices in the Telegrapk and
report their discourses as far as possible, use
every influence in our power, if any is nesded,
to secure them the biggest halls and crowded
congregations, and we are satisfied that every
opportunity will be given thewm to conduct a
campaign, We base this last remark ona
statement made last Sunday week in the
Tabernacle by President George A. Smith,
that the public halls throughout the Terri-
tory have been and would be open for clergy-
men of other denominations coming to Utah
to preach. Come on and convert them by
the peaceful influences of the Bible, instend
of using the means now proposed. Convinee
them by reason and Boriptural arguments,
and no Cullom bill will be required.

I understand the article containing the
above expressions was written by Elder Sloan,
of the Mormon Church, and at that time
associate editor of the Telegraph, and that he
was and has since been in constant inter-
course with yourself. The expressions in the
said article, as above cited, were the founda-
tion of the impression throughout the coun-
try that a challenge had thus been given
through the columns of the Lelegraph, and
a8 such I myself had no alternative but so to
regard and accept it. I may add that I am
informed that an impression prevailed hore
in Utah that a challenge had bLeen given aud
accepted. Under this impression I have
Ao from that day to this, having myself
both spoken of and seen allusions to the
